Pensions Act Modified 


Amendments Will Make It Easier 
For Alberta Cities 

Amendments to the Old Age Pen¬ 
sions Act passed before the legisla¬ 
ture prorogued, will bring some re¬ 
lief to the cities in connection with 
the fear that a great number ot the 
eld age pcnsloneers will drift from 
the rural municipalities into the 
cities. 

An amendment to section four 
provides that any person having 
been granted a pension whilst resi¬ 
dent in a municipality or an im¬ 
provement district, shall be deemed 
to continue to be a resident of that 
district so long os he continues to 
reside in the province. This was in 
line with the suggestion of G. H. 
Webster, Liberal, Calgary. 

In Connection with the mainten¬ 
ance clause, an amendment was 
passed providing that no person will 
be called upon to supply mainten¬ 
ance if his or her earnings are such 
that they do not come within the 
scope of the Income Tax Act.

Greatly Enlarged Th is Season 


From the Dominion Bureau or Sta¬ 
tistics cnnitts a ropoit upon the acre¬ 
age of Inml that hns been prepared 
In the prairie provinces for the grow¬ 
ing of crops in 1029. That report 
shows that approximately 1,100,000 
more acres of land are now ready 
for seeding than had been prepared 
nt this time last year. The report 
thus suggests thiil the work of the 
runners in western Canada is furthci 
advanced than It was at the same 
date in 1928. The statement of the 
bureau of ptntistlcs adds the infor¬ 
mation that there has been an in¬ 
crease In new breaking in Manitoba 
and Alberta and may indicate, by 
this announcement, that the area of 
land under crop in the prairio region 
will be enlarged in 1929. Tosslbly, 
then the expansion of the wheat- 
growing area In western Canada Is 
to be continued this year. To those 
Who look back over the records of 
progress in agriculture In thl3 coun¬ 
try that expansion will seem to havo 
been marvellous. In 1891 the total 
area of land under wheat In Mani¬ 
toba and the Northwest Territories 
was 1,010,433 acres. Ten years later 
the acreage had grown to 2,495,474. 
B> 1906 tlie amount of land employ¬ 
ed for the cultivation of wheat on 
the prairie had reached 6,062,493 ( 
acres. In 1911 it had almost doubled 
again and amounted to 9,301,293 1 
acres. In 1921 wheat lands accounted 
for 22,181,329 acres out of a total of 
about 37,000,000 acres used for the 
raising of cereal crops. In 1923 a 
total of 21,223,448 acres was In wheat 
and in 1928 approximately 23,000,000 
acres. 

The expansion of the wheat-grow¬ 
ing area in the prairie provinces, of 
course, has accompanied the in¬ 
crease* in population in that part of 
the dominion. Doth settlement and 
wheat-growing, too, have been stim¬ 
ulated by the development of the 
Marquis variety of hard spring 
wheat and, subsequently, of some 
other strains of wheat suitable for 
cultivation in the prairie region. The 
experiments of Dr. William Saunders 
and his sons, which resulted In the 
production of the Marquis wheat, 
wer® undertaken with th® object of 
muking available for farmers on the 
prairie® a good variety of the grain 
that would mature more rapidly than 
varieties them in use.

It was printed in Cologne, Germany, 
in 1564, and was copyrightcd by 
Emperor Ferdinand. It Is bound in 
wild boar skin with wooden inner 
covers. The book Is printed in two 
tones, red and black, in clear faced 
type, and contains many woodcut i 
pictures. One scene shows on angel 
driving the devil out of Taradise 
Satan is shown as a large horned 
dragon. On the frontispiece, which 
bears the German imperial seal, are 
depicted a series of scenes, the first 
being the medieval artist’s concep¬ 
tion of the fall of man.

Washington.—Not only has the 
Canada Wheat Pool been of distinct 
advantage to the wheat farmers oi 
Canada and tended to increase the 

prices they have obtained for their 
product, but it has had an influence 
on the whole wheat market, accord¬ 
ing to A. J. McPhail, president of 
ot the Central Selling Agency for 
tlie great three Western Canadian 
pools, who discussed the subject be¬ 
fore the Senate committee on agri¬ 
culture here. 

Mr. McPhail came before the Sen¬ 
ate committee by special request of 
the chairman, Senator McNary. Not 
only was lie warmly thanked by Sen¬ 
ator McNary and others of the com¬ 
mittee for consenting to be present, 
but senators expressed the view that 
tho information which he set forth 
ns to the workings of the Canada 
Wheat Pool would be of great use 
in evolving plans in this country for 
farm relief. 

Not the least interesting phase of 
the healing was tho suggestion that 
this country and Canada by co-oper¬ 
ating with respect to the marketing 
of exportable wheat could control the 
world market to a still greater de¬ 
gree than it has already been in¬ 
fluenced by the Canadian Pool. 

Senator Brookhart of Iowa, asked 
u series of questions of Mr. McPhail 
ou this point. While Mr. McPhail 
made no commitment on the policy 
of such co-operation, he indicated 
that tho Canadian Pool, working 


with some similar organization in 
this country, could have an Increased 
influence on the world market. 

Mr. McPhail gave a sketch of tho 
history of the formation of the pools 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta, and their uniting in tho for¬ 
mation of a central selling agency’. 
Mr. McPhail declared that while tho 
fanners of Western Canada in 1923 
and earlier were anxious to have tho 
government continue the wheat 
board plan, it Is now the general 
feeling of the farmers that the pool 
has been of the utmost benefit in tho 
creation of a spirit of independence 
and self-reliance among them as well 
as Increased knowledge of their own 
business. lie declared the success of 
the pool had been a great incentive 
to the general co-operative move¬ 
ment in Canada. 

"The farmer,” he said, "Is taking 
more intercut in his own organiza¬ 
tion. There is a keen individual 
sense of responsibility for the suc¬ 
cess of the organization.” 

He said the pool marketed 52 to 54 
per cent, of the wheat of the three 
provinces and carried on a continual 
campaign of education among tho 
fanners in order to Increase tho 
membership. 

Members of the committee weie 
interested to know that the Pool is 
financed wholly by the bunks and not 
by the government, and that borrow¬ 
ings sometimes reach $65,000,000.
